the same feed. The success of a feed­ 
er depends upon his ability to main­ 
tain a proper balance between the 
feeds that are rich in carbohydrates 
and those that are rich in protein. 
Other conditions also hive to have 
very careful attention, so it is abso­ 
lutely impossible to lay down any fixed 
rules for feeding. 
The secret of success is to a large 
extent the ability to see trouble be­ 
fore you are into it. and thus be able 
to avoid bad .results.

cools the cream during all seasons, 
and in addition it prevents freezing 
during the winter. 
Do not put the 
can cover on tightly. 
A loose cover 
allows the animal odor to pass off, 
and at the same time prevents the 
dust from getting into the cream. 
Never allow' freshly skimmed warm 
cream to be mixed with the previous­ 
ly skimmed cold cream until the for­ 
mer has been well cooled. The warm 
cream causes the germs to develop, 
and they sour and spoil the cream.

W H Y THIS G R E A T W A R ? 


The Democrat the other day stated 


that none of the people 
of 
the na­ 
tions now at war know for what they 
are fighting except those of Serbia and 
Belgium, who had to 
fight 
or else 
yield entirely to the 
oppression 
of 
other powers, Serbia before and Bel­ 
gium after 
the 
war 
had 
actually 
started. 
A resume of the events of the past I 
won(jer 
year will establish very clearly the 
truth of the statement. 
It is rather 
startling to think 
that 
only twelve 
months have passed 
since the first 
spark, that 
has 
kindled 
into the 
great world holocaust 
now existing, 
was struck, and yet it was on June 
28, 1914, that saw the 
real beginning 
of the present unparalleled war. 
On 
that date at Serajero, capital of Bos­ 
nia, the Archduke Francis Ferdinand, 
heir to the throne of Austria-Hunga­ 
ry, and his non-royal wife, the Duch­ 
ess of 
Hohenberg, 
were 
slain 
by 
Gavrio Prinzip, a half-crazed 18-year- 
old student of Serbian#blood. 
At 
once 
Austria-Hungary 
was 
aroused. The time was opportune for 
the accomplishment of that for which 
for ages she had 
waited—the subju­ 
gation of the little, kingdom that its 
greed coveted. Seizing the assassina­ 
tion of the archduke and his consort 
as an excuse, it made demands upon 
Serbia, 
the 
concession 
of 
which 
would practically 
have 
m esnt 
the 
surrender of its existence 
as 
a na­ 
tion. The demands were made in the 
form of an ultimatum, and as it was 
sent the troops of the emperor gath­ 
ered at the border 
bet weep the two 
nations, ready 
to 
march 
upon the 
Serbian people should refusal follow. 
Serbia, weak, 
helpless, distracted, 
submitted abjectly to nine of the ten 
demands, but 
could 
not 
grant 
the 
tenth without surrendering 
forever 
its national existence. 
Upon receiving 
this 
refusal Aus 
tria-Hungary declared 
war, 
and at

grade”—the cataclysm had begun. 
Russia, a Slav nation, the natural

LAN TO SP R A Y VEGETABLE 


Machinery as Necessary for Garde* 
as for Orchard— Liquid Should 
Be Put on in Fine Mist. 


A spraying machine is as necessar 
or the garden as the orchard. 
Scum 
iolks use a common water sprinkle, 
or applying spraying mixture^** Uu 
this does little good, because it is no*< 
only a great waste of material, but the 
plants are not fully covered iii thfi 
way. 
The liquid should be put on in a fine 
mist, not as a heavy rain. 
To apply 
paris green in water various cheap 
hand sprayers are on the market now. 
They need not be of copper for 
this purpose, as paris green will not 
corrode iron any more than does wa­ 
ter; but when bordeaux mixture is 
used as a carrier for the arsenical 
poison (and we would strongly urge 
that this be done in every case, as it 
must be done if we put our potato- 
growing operations on a safe basis) 
then the sprayer must be made of 
copper and brass—iron would be eat­ 
en aw ay in a short time. 
The modern knapsack sprayer, which 
possibly is the best implement for 
spraying smaller patches of potatoes— 
up to three or four acres—cucumbers 
or other vines, and for general use 
as a sprayer machine in the garden 
and small wineyard. will involve a 
first expense of from $12 to $15, but it 
will pay in any large-sized, garden. 


paragraphs are taken: 
“The evil of opium is known to all 
men, and no less than $8,000,000,000 
and tens of thousands of lives have 
been sacrificed during the past few' 
decades as a result of this evil.

“Fortunately, how’ever, as a result 
of

unprejudiced 
spirit 
of 
the 
friendly nations and the well-inten­ 
tioned publicity given by Chinese and 
foreigners, an agreement w'as made 
with Great Britain in the third year 
of Hsuan Tung for the prohibition of 
the importation of foreign opium and 
the cessation of the cultivation of na­ 
tive opium within a certain time limit. 
“A persistent policy has been pur­ 
sued with regard to the prohibition 
of cultivation, smoking and trading in 
opium, and as a result of it many 
provinces have succeeded 
in 
com­ 
pletely destroying all poppy plants; 
consequently transportation of opium 
into these provinces has been prohib­ 
ited. 
If this opportunity were seized 
completely to banish the opium evil, 
the country would be put on a strong 
footing. 
“This is why the order was repeat­ 
ed at the beginning of the inaugura­ 
tion of the republic. But owing to Hie 
lack of discipline and the fact that 
both desperadoes and unruly recruits 
w'ere mostly opium smokers, the evil 
sprang again into being. The ignorant 
people, 
seeing 
profit in the opium 
business, defied the law', which up 
till then was in force. 
This was most 
regrettable. 
“Some people urge that since the 
opium trade affects the livelihood of 
many persons, it is unjust to use arbi­ 
trary methods for the prohibition of 
poppy planting. 
They 
forget, 
how­ 
ever, that the evil of opium is like a 
dangerous ulcer that sinks deep to 
the bone and for the cure of which 
it is better to cut away part of the 
bone than to patch it up with a piece 
of flesh taken from another part of 
the body. W hether the profit in such 
a trade is big or small the traders 
should be made ot understand in un­ 
mistakable language that no one can 
live by drinking poison to quench his 
thirst. 
The local elders should be 
'entrusted with the task of uprooting 
th e poppy plants and 
the 
planters 
supplied with cotton, grain or other 
sowing instead. 
“The whole thing depends upon the 
officials, who should 
earnestly 
and 
persistently urge them 
and 
compel 
them to plant some other useful crop. 
We shall not permit one corner of the 
country to spoil tlh^general movement 
of the whole nations .and the minis- 
try of interior is hereby instructed to 
communicate the order of prohibition, 
and not to allow the cunning to uti 
lize it as a means to enrich them 
selves. 
“Yamen runners (local government 
employes) must be strictly controlled 
so that they may not use this as a 
pretext to oppress the people by ex­ 
tortion; otherwise the old evil will 
simply 
be 
replaced by a new' one 
The chief aim is that the people and 
officials of the w'hole nation should 
look upon this as a great disgrace 
and shame. Let no undestroyed seeds 
poison the new nation! 
W ake up, ye 
people! 
This is the order of the gqv- 
ernm ent! ”

The military authorities of Germa­ 
ny are so desirous of securing good 
horses that they are willing to pay 
very high prices, 
and 
the breeders 
and dealers on the Dutch side of the 
line do not hesitate to take the risk 
of being hit by a stray 
shot w'hile 
trying to .secure the alluring profits. 
One of the 
tricks 
often practiced 
by the horse smugglers is to bring a 
roop of horses 
across 
the country 
brough the smallest by ways during 
the day. They then tether them in a 
wood 
near 
the 
border 
line 
until 
nightfall. 
Meanwhile 
one or twro of 
the smugglers 
hade 
themselves 
in 
trees or thickets to act as scouts, and

On the other hand, if the work re­ 
quires contact with people in a better- 
dressed w alk of life, an operative of 
that class is chosen. 
A negro is used 
to approach a negro, an Italian to 
“rope” a criminal of that nationality, 
a German for a German, an engraver 
to work on an engraver, and so on. 
How They Communicate. 
One of the most mysterious phases 
of the secret service work concerns 
the 
maintenance of communication 
between the central office iii Wash­ 
ington aud its field operatives. 
Of 
course the men are provided with the 
most baffling of secret codes for use 
in telegraphing; but very often there 
is danger of suspicion being aroused 
should

communication 
with Washington. A message, even in 
cipher, is never dispatched openly to 
his chief, but to some private indi­ 
vidual, previously agreed upon, who 
in turn places the message in the 
hands of Chief Flynn.

There is a saying in the service that 
“once a counterfeiter always a coun­ 
terfeiter.” 
So the first thing to be 
done is to find out if there are any 
men in the limits of a particular dis­ 
trict who have been counterfeiters be­ 
fore, or who may have been sus­ 
pected of being.

termined whether they are passing out 
the bad coin. 
Always on Duty. 
Secret service men are at work all 
the time. When there is no particular 
case on hand they are getting a line 
on the habits, haunts and byways of 
certain people who seem to be living 
without apparent effort. The shadowed 
party does not suspect it, and he may 
never know.

It is difficult of breaking a cow of 
sucking herself. About the only thing 
that can be done is to make some de­ 
vice by means of which she will be 
prevented from doing so. 
One of the simplest and best of 
these Is a slatted collar. 
For the or­ 
dinary-sized cow take two inch straps, 
32 inches long, with buckles in one end 
and a few holes punched in the other. 
Place the straps about nine inches 
apart and rivet to them ten or eleven 
slats, leaving a space for one and one- 
haif inches between each slat. 
The 
slats should be about one inch wide 
and l l inches long and sharpened at 
both ends. 
When this collar is placed around 
the cow’s neck and buckled it will be 
impossible for her to swing her head 
around f*- en'*• ‘th to reach her teats.

Jeffeison City, Jane 29.—The Mis­ 
souri .supreme court today sustained 
the demurrer of the Chicago At Alum 
j railway against the suit of the state 
to recover $2,000,060 in alleged ex­ 
cess fares collected while the two-centj 
passenger rate and maximum freight! 
laws were in litigation. 
This was in affirmation of the cir­ 
cuit court of Saline county, and is 
construed as setting out the policy of 
the court in the cases of Attorney 
General Barker against all the trunk 
lines of the state. 
The amount in all the suits aggre­ 
gates *24,000,000, and 
the 
attorney 
general claims the state has a right 
to claim the amounts during the time 
the Missouri rate laws were in the 
federal court. 
This court upheld the two-cent law 
and the maximum freight law'. 
As 
soon as announcement of this wa3 
made the 
railroads 
reduced 
their 
rates to two-cents. 
Attorney General Barker tiled a 
blanket suit for

Never allow freshly skimmed warm 
cream to be mixed with the previous­ 
ly skimmed cold cream until the for­ 
mer has been well cooled. The warm 
cream causes the germs to develop, 
and they sour and spoil the cream.

The Democrat the other day stated 
that none of the people 
of 
the na­ 
tions now at w ar.know’ for what they 
are fighting except those of Serbia and 
Belgium, who had to 
fight 
or else 
yield entirely to the 
oppression 
of 
other powers, Serbia before and Bel­ 
gium after 
the 
war- had 
actually 
started. 
A resume of the events of the past 
year will establish very clearly the 
truth of the statement. 
It is rather 
startling to think 
that 
only twelve 
months have passed 
since the first 
spark, that 
has 
kindled 
into the 
great world holocaust 
now existing, 
was struck, and yet it was on June 
28, 1914, that saw the real beginning 
of the present unparalleled war. 
On 
that date at Serajero, capital of Bos­ 
nia, the Archduke Francis Ferdinand, 
heir to the throne of Austria-Hunga­ 
ry, and his non-royal wife, the Duch­ 
ess of 
Hohenberg, 
were 
slain 
by 
Gavrio Prinzip, a half-crazed 18-year- 
old student of Serbian blood. 
; At 
once 
Austria-Hungary 
was 
aroused. The time was opportune for 
the accomplishment of that for which 
for ages she had 
waited—the subju­ 
gation of the little 
kingdom that its 
greed coveted. Seizing the assassina­ 
tion of the archduke and his consort 
as an excuse, it. made demands upon 
Serbia, 
the 
concession 
of 
which 
would practically 
have 
mesnt 
the 
surrender of its existence 
as 
a na­ 
tion. The demands were made in the 
Conn of an ultimatum, and as it was 
sent the troops of the emperor gath­ 
ered at the border 
between the two 
nations, ready 
to 
march 
upon the 
Serbian peopVt; should refusal follow. 
Serbia, weak, 
helpless, distracted, 
submitted abjectly to nine of the ten 
demands, but could 
not 
grant 
the 
tenth without surrendering 
forever 
its national existence. 
Upon receiving 
this 
refusal Aus­ 
tria-Hungary declared 
war, 
and at 
once the word was given “On to Bel­ 
grade”—the cataclysm had begun. 
Russia, a Slav nation, the natural 
protector of 
Serbia, 
recognized as 
such by the powers, at once protest­ 
ed, saying she 
could 
not stand by 
and see her kinsmen despoiled. With 
the dispatching 
of 
the protest she 
began' active preparations to go to 
the aid of the threatened little king 
dom. 
Germany then took a hand. 
The 
mobilization of 
Russian 
troops for 
Serbia’s protection offended the kai­ 
ser. Meanwhile France had begun as­ 
sembling its armies. 
This, too, was 
taken by the Germans as an affront, 
and almost at once the German em­ 
pire declared war on both Russia and 
France, and began the march of its 
great forces to the 
east 
and w'est. 
Belgium nestling between

powers, England, France and Germa­ 
ny,

and 
industrious, 
stood as an obstacle against the suc­

by

’LAN TO SPRAY VEGETABLE 


Machinery as Necessary for Garde 
at for Orchard—Liquid Should 
Be Put on in Fine Mist. 


A spraying machine is as necessar; 
or the garden as the orchard. Solo* 
folks use a common water sprinkle 
or applying spraying mixtures; bu 
this does little good, because it Is no* 
inly a great waste of material, but the 
plants are not fully covered in tim 
way. 
The liquid should be put on in a fine 
mist, not as a heavy rain. To apply 
paris green in water various cheap 
hand sprayers are on the market now. 
They need i*>t be of copper for 
this purpose, as paris green will not 
corrode iron any more than does wa­ 
ter; but when bordeaux mixture is 
used as a carrier for the arsenical 
poison (and we would strongly urge 
that this be done in every case, as it 
must be done if we put*our •potato- 
growing operations on a safe basis) 
then the sprayer must be made of 
copper and brass—iron would be eat­ 
en away in a short time. 
The modern knapsack sprayer, which 
possibly is the best implement for 
spraying smaller patches of potatoes— 
up to three or four acres—cucumbers 
or other vines, and for general use 
as a sprayer machine in the garden 
and small vineyard, will involve a 
first expense of from $12 to $15, but it 
will pay in any large-sized garden. 


Peking, June 29.—A proclamation 


bearing the seal of the president tells 
in a picturesque 
way 
the 
peculiar 
story of the opium reform in China* 
From the proclamation tile following 
paragraphs are taken: 
“The evil of opium is known to all 
men, and no less than $8,OOO,000,OOO 
and tens of thousands of lives have 
been sacrificed during the past few’ 
decades as a result of this evil. Once 
a person asquires the habit of opium 
smoking he degenerates into a para­ 
site and is reduced to a skeleton; 
thus a rich man becomes a pauper 
and a healthy man a weakling. 
This 
consequently gives rise to the preva­ 
lence of undesirable characters and 
people w ho do not care to work, caus­ 
ing the deterioration of the race and 
the decline of morality, and both the 
family and the nation 
are 
affected 
harmed. 
- 
“Fortunately, however, as a result 
of 
he 
unprejudiced 
spirit 
of 
the 
friendly nations and the well-inten­ 
tioned publicity given by Chinese and 
foreigners, an agreement w?as made 
with Great Britain in the third year 
of Hsuan Tung for the prohibition of 
the importation of foreign opium and 
the cessation of the cultivation of na­ 
tive opium within a certain time limit. 
“A persistent policy has been pur­ 
sued with regard to the prohibition 
of cultivation, smoking and trading in 
opium, and as a result of it many 
provinces have succeeded 
in 
com- 
J pletely destroying all poppy plants; 
consequently transportation of opium 
into these provinces has been prohib­ 
ited. 
lf this opportunity were seized 
completely to banish the opium evil, 
the country would be put on a strong 
footing. 
“This is why the order wras repeat­ 
ed at the beginning of the inaugura­ 
tion of the republic. But owing to the 
lack of discipline and the fact that 
both desperadoes and unruly recruits 
were mostly opium smokers, the evil 
sprang again into being. The ignorant 
people, 
seeing 
profit in the opium 
business, defied the law, which up 
till then was in force. This was most 
regrettable. 
“Some people urge that sjnce the 
opium trade affects the livelihood of 
many persons, it is unjust to use arbi­ 
trary methods for the prohibition of 
poppy planting. 
They 
forget, 
how­ 
ever, that the evil of opium is like a 
dangerous ulcer that sinks deep to 
the bone and for the cure of which 
it is better to cut away part of the 
bone than to patch it up with a piece 
of flesh taken from another part of 
the body. Whether the profit in such 
a trade is big or small the traders 
should be made ot understand in un­ 
mistakable language that no one can 
live by drinking poison to quench his 
thirst. 
The local elders should be 
entrusted with the task of uprooting 
the poppy plants and 
the 
planters 
supplied with cotton, grain or other 
sowing instead. 
“The whole thing depends upon (he 
officials, who should 
earnestly 
and 
persistently urge them 
and 
compel 
them to plant some other useful crop. 
Wle shall not permit one corner of the 
country to spoil the general movement 
of the whole nation ,and the minis­ 
try of interior is hereby instructed to 
communicate the order of prohibition, 
and not to allow’ the cunning to uti­ 
lize it as a means to enrich them 
selves. 
“Yamen runners (local government 
employes) must be strictly controlled 
so that they may not use this as a 
pretext to oppress the people by ex 
tortion; otherwise the old evil wili 
simply 
be 
replaced by a new’ one 
The chief aim is that the people and 
officials of the whole nation should 
look upon this as a great disgrace 
and shame. Let no undestroyed seeds 
poison the new nation! 
Wake up, ye 
people! 
This is the order of the gov 
em inent!”

J^eringen, Netherlands, June 29.— 
Strict prohibition of the 
Dutch gov­ 
ernment of the export of horses from 
Holland has not by any means stop­ 
ped the horse trade between Holland 
and Germany. Dozens or horses have 
b€*en caught by 
the Dutch frontier 
guards as they 
were 
being led or 
driven 
over 
the 
German 
border. 
These, however, 
represent 
only 
a 
small proportion in comparison with 
the large number 
which 
have suc-_ 
ceoded in evading 
the 
soldiers 
on 
duty. 
The military authorities of Germa­ 
ny are so desirous of securing good 
horses that they are willing to pay 
very high prices, 
and 
the breeders 
and d€»alers on the Dutch side of the 
line do not hesitate to take the risk 
of being hit by a stray 
shot while 
trying to secure the alluring profits. 
One of the (ricks often practiced 
by the horse smugglers is to bring a 
loop of horses 
across 
the country 
brough the smallest by ways during 
he day. They then tether them in a 
wood 
near 
the 
border 
line 
until 
nightfall. 
Meanwhile one or two of 
he smugglers 
hide 
themselves 
in 
recs or thickets to act as scouts, and 
at a favorable 
moment, 
when per- 
laps two of the 
sentries 
stand to­ 
gether talking, 
the 
scouts 
give a 
signal, the horses are untethered and 
the animals are 
rushed 
across the 
ine with 
the 
smugglers 
in 
their 
midst. The men after receiving their 
money return to Holland at another 
point. Sometimes, how’ever, they are 
caught and 
the punishment meted 
out to them 
is 
severe, 
w’hilc 
the 
horses are confiscated by the govern­ 
ment. 
Holland’s horse 
breeders 
have in 
general 
suffered considerably from 
the prohibition of export. They have 
been accustomed to 
the enjoyment 
of a large trade with Germany. Last 
fall, after the beginning of hostilities 
and before 
the 
prohibitory 
order 
went into effect, they sold to Germa­ 
ny over 17,000 2-year-old geldings. 
Horse breeding has become an im­ 
portant branch of industry in recent 
years. There are about 300,000 horses 
in the entire country, 65,000 of wrhich 
are brood mares and a large number 
pedigreed stallions, 
mostly 
of 
the 
cold 
blooded 
Belgian 
draft 
horse 
type, 
although 
in 
Friesland 
the 
breeders pay most attention to rais­ 
ing pacers for carriage w’ork. 
The Dutch government looks with 
a kindly eye on the 
horse breeding 
industry and subsidizes the breeding 
societies to the extent 
of $30,000 a 
year, while 
the 
various 
provinces 
also encourage the trade by subscrib­ 
ing money for prizes at the various 
hourse shows. 
A national 
society 
has 
recently 
been formed for 
the encouragement 
of the breeding of 
the Netherlands 
draft horse, a descendant of Belgian 
sires, and pedigree 
books 
for stal­ 
lions, mares and foals have been es­ 
tablished, to which all the provincial 
branches of the society contribute. 
The society at a meeting 
at 
the 
Hague in June 
resolved 
to petition 
the government to abolish the prohi­ 
bition order against 
the 
export of 
horses, at any rate for a short period

A message, even in 
cipher, is never dispatched openly to 
his chief, but to some private indi­ 
vidual, previously agreed upon, who 
in turn places the message in the 
hands of Chief Flynn. 
There is a saying in the service that 
“once a counterfeiter always a coun­ 
terfeiter.” So the first thing to be 
done is to find out if there are any 
men in the limits of a particular dis­ 
trict who have been counterfeiters be­ 
fore, or who may have been sus­ 
pected of being. 
If there are such 
they are shadowed until It is de­ 
termined whether they are passing out 
the bad coin. 
Alw ays on Duty. 
Secret service men are at work all 
the time. When there is no particular 
cash on hand they are getting a line 
on the habits, haunts and byways of 
certain people who seem to be living 
without apparent effort. The shadowed 
party does not suspect it, and he may 
never know. 
The minute it becomes 
certain that bad money is circulating 
he and all the others of his kind in 
the district ate watched.

It is gratifying to know that some 
dairy men wash the udders of the cows 
at every milking time, wiping them 
clean with towels, avoiding 
every 
chance of filth entering the milk. Such 
dairymen get good prices, which are 
secured by their reputation for skill­ 
ful management of their cows and 
their products. 
The cow is not as clean as the hog, 
so far as selecting a suitable place for 
resting is concerned, and w’here the 
v dairyman himself is careless and does 
not keep the stalls clean, as well as 
brush the cows and wash the udders, 
it is almost impossible to have clean 
milk.

Device Makes It Quite Impossible for 
Cow to Turn Her Head Far 
Enough to Reach Teats. 


It is difficult of breaking a cow of 
sucking herself. About the only thing 
that can be done is to make some de­ 
vice by means of which she will be 
prevented from doing so. 
One of the simplest and best of 
these is a slatted collar. 
For the or­ 
dinary-sized cow take two inch straps, 
32 inches long, with buckles in one end 
and a few holes punched in the other. 
Place the straps about nine inches 
apart ajid rivet to them ten or eleven 
slats, leaving a space for one and one- 
haif inches between each slat. 
The 
slats should be about one inch wide 
and ll inches long and sharpened at 
both ends. 
When this collar is placed around 
the cow’s need: and buckled it will be 
impossible tor her to swing her head 
around f*r enough to reach her teats.
